Central India, 
f 


tue ordeal by water is universal 
among tbe barbarous non-Aryan 
tribes of Central India, from the 
Bheels in the west country to the 
wild men in the almost unexplored 
jingles of Bustar and the-far east, 
teward the Bay af Bengal. 

Here isa descrivtion of one water- 
test, taken a few vears from the 
mouth of an expert witch finder 
among the Bheelr, who got into a 
scrape for applying it to an old wom- 
an: 


“A bamboo is stuck up in the mid- 
dle of any. piece of water. The ac- 
cused is taken to it, lays hold of it, 
and by it descends ‘to the bottom. In 
the meant’me ,one o° the villagers 
shoots an arrow from his bow, and 
another runs to pick it up and bring 
it back to the place whence it was 
shot. If the woman is able to re- 
main onder water until this is done 
be is declared innocent, but if she 
comes up to breathe before the arrow 
is returned into the woman’s tbe 
she is a true witch and must be 
swung as such,’’ 

In the case from which this ac- 
sount is taken the woman failed in 
the test, and was consequently swung 
to and fro, roped up to a tree, with a 
bandage of red pepper on her eyes. 
But it is obvious that this kind of or- 
deal, like.almost all primitive ordeals, 
is con 'r.ved so as to depend for its ef- 
fect much upon the manner in which 
it is conducted, whereby the opera- 
tor’s favor becomes worth gaining. A 
skillfal archer will shoot just as far 
as he chooses. Ordeal by water is 
the question ordinary, which may 
probably be constructed as an in- 
quiry whether the water fetich or 
water spirits will accept or reject the 
witch—whether he is on her side or 
against her; and this seems to be the 
best general explanation of a world- 
wide custom. 

Another ordeal is by heat, as, for 
instance, the picking of a coin out of 
burning oil. But the question ex- 
traordinary is by swinging on a 8a- 
ered tree, or by flogging with switches 
of a particular wood. Swinging be- 
fore an idol, with a hook through the 
muscles of the back, is the well- 
known rite by ‘which a Hindoo de- 
votes himself to the god, and _flog- 
ging with rods from a ‘sacred tree 
manifestly adds superhuman virtue 
to the ordinary effect of a vigorous 
ae Ss on. 

n 1865 a woman, suspected of 
bringing cholera into the village, was 
jeliberately beaten to deat ‘with 
rods of the castor oil tree, which is 
excellent for purging wechcraft. It 
is usual also to knock out the front 

teeth of a notorious witch; the prac- 
tice appears to be connected with the 
belief, well known in all countries, 
that witches assume animal shapes; 
for in India they are supposed oc- 
gasionally to transform themselves 
into wild’ beasts—a superstition ana- 
ree to our European lycanthrophy. 

ood many years ago there was an 
Fi man practicing as a physician 
near Sringar, in the Himalayas, who 
‘was notorious as a sorcerer, in so 
much that his reputation of having 
jevoured many persons, under the 
form of a tiger, cost him most of his 
teeth, which were extracted by the 
rajah who held that country, so as to 
render him less formidable during 
his constant metamorphoses. 

Shaving the heads of female witches 
is very common among the the tribes 
much infested by sorcerers. It is 
2mplo tied as an antidote, not merely 
is & grading punishment, so that 
one is et to trace its origin to 
some reconcite notion of power resid- 
ing in the hair, and thus, even back 
toward Samson, to Circe, with the 
beautiful locks, and to the familiar 
levils of early Christian times, who 
are said to have a peculiar attach- 
ment for women with fine tresses.

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CLARA BELLE’S STORY. 


Mer Lawyer Tells What Drove 
Her to Desperation. 

San FRANCISco, Jan 11.—When the 
trial of Clara Belle McDonald was re- 
sumed this morning, Charles B. Dar- 
win made the opening statement for 
the defense. He showed that Clara 
Belle had been in constant fear that 
her child would be stolen, and that 
this fear had worked her into a state 
of insanity, and that when she had 
gone to see thedoctor on the night of 
October 20th she had no idea of killing 
the doctor; and that when she had 
drawn the pistol the doctor grabbed 
her; and that she was in as much fear 
of the doctor as the doctor was of ber, 
and that there was as much possibility 
that the doctor had shot off the pistol 
as that it was done by Clara Belle; 
that he would prove before he got 
through that the defendant had a lin- 
gering sort of insanity; that she would 
show that on April 29, 1885, she had 
borne a child, which had injured her 
very much; that she bad a very se- 
vere operation performed upon her, 
called the Emmett web, and tnat this 
predisposed to insanity. He said: 

**We will first prove to you these pre- 
disposing cause wuich was established 
on Apri! 29, 1885, and that the exciting 
causes commence. then, because. the 


busband was not so humane as he 
should be. We can twnake excuses for 


the young man, though he forced ber 


to graify bis wishes when she was 
suffering the utmost anguish. Well, 
this excited the woman aguinst the 
husband. *. * * Wealso find that, 
from beiug parsimonious, she became 
aspendthrift. We also find that,from 
liking her husband and being affec- 
tionate teward him, her love turned to 
disgust. Now, do you believe that the 
doctor wanted to commit incest with 
bis daughter? Ii she takes the wit- 
ness sand she will swear that he 
asked her to have sexual rela'ions 
with him; tbat she wrote her husband 


“about this, and that he wrote back: 


** Let jbim, and we will havea hold on 
him 

“N, ow, I will prove that he palmed 
off on her a bogus marriage, and that 
once he wanted her to sign a blank 
paper, which would bave said that she 
had been bis mistress, and that she 
bad served bim for so much a month. 

‘* Another delusion she bad was that 
her husband gave her a foul com- 
plaint. She said that to her medical 
men, that her husband, on his return, 
had innoculated hér with this com- 
plaint. She believes ‘‘ now, and will 
swear to it now. This Christian young 
man told her that he had a cold, and 
that this cold wasall. If I were notin 
a courthouse, [should say that he 
should be shot. 

‘Another thing I claim a delusion, 
is that she believed that her husband’s 
folks were trying to steal her child; 
but still she put guard over the child, 
and armed herself ayainst their threats. 
She needs help. She looks around her 
and sees a man, and she finds what 
you may callan adventurer, and she 
gives him everything. She piles up 
clothing on him. She selis the house 
on Lake Tahoe to him, she conveys 
the furniture of 813 Sutter street to 
him, she gives him a power of attor- 
ney; she even gives her child to bim. 
She gives everything to him—and 
then, such a consummate ass is she 
that she thinks sbe has to protect him 
from the enraged ple. She goes 
that night to the Baldwin to protect 
Swalm, and sodid she confide in that 
man that shehas not got a dollar in 
the world. 

‘*There are men who will come and 
say that she is crazy. General Barves 
will say that her husband went round 
to the papers and said that she was 
crazy, and the reporters will swear to 
that. 

“‘Now it was agreed, on October 17:h, 
that there shoald be an adjustment in 

the case, but Dr. McDonald at once 
said that this should not be—that she 
must go out branded as a harlot, and 
that the child must be taken away 
from her. The 20th came soon, and 
she went there. Wedareto be thank- 
fui that no barm was doné—there was 
just a slight burn, and is that not 
enough to send a woman to the peni- 
tentiary? Is that enough cause, and 
he a Christian gentleman! Does he 
want her punished, or does he want a 
free divorce for bis sen?’’ 

Darwin closed, aud the work of ex- 
amining witnesses was resumed, A 
medical expert, Dr. George E. Davis, 
Warrea Olney, a lawyer, and General 
W. H. L. Barthes, were successively 
6xamined, and all gave testimony 


favorable to the insanity plea of the

The National University Rill. 
WASHINGTON, Jau. 12.—Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada, introduced a bill 
in the Senate Tuesday to establish a 
National University: in Washington 
for the. education of teachers.

; dent, resident of bis State or Territory 

each year. 

Both females and males are to be ad- 
mitted, and the regents are direcied to 
see that the membership is equally 
divided between the sexes.

~A NEW DODGE. 
{ The Ingenious Manner in Which a 
Lawyer Presented Mis Case, . 
Betore the Board of Pardons at 
their last seesion in Carson, Judge 
T. E. Haydon appeared in behalf 
of several applicants for pardon, 
and in presenting the claims of his 
clients for clemency did so in a 
rather novel way. One of his men 
was in for burglary for seven years, 
and the other for house-breaking 
for feur years. Both went from this 
county, and Mr. Haydon wished to 
show the Board that the seutences 


were unusually severe, and having 
already served the state more than 
the average puuishment imposed 
by the State courts upon this mis- 
guided class of individuals, bis 
clients were entitled to a discharge. 
To show tbis be made an abstr ict 
of all the sentences imposed for 
burglary and heuse-breaking since 
the year 1866 to the present 
time, with the number of years each 
were sent>nced, and obtained the 
following result: Whole;,number of 
convictions, 128; aggregate number 
of years sentenced, 267}; average 
for each, 2} years. There were 45 
housebrea! srs, sentenced for 105 
ears, an average of 2} years each. 
f these 45 bousebreakers, 18 were 
sentenced ior 59 years, from Washoe 
county, an average of 3.28 years 
each; while 27 from other counties 
were senteneed for 46 years, or an 
average of 1.7 yearseach. For bur- 
glary there were 83 convictions, 
with an aggregate sentence of 171 
years, an average of 2 1-16 yerrs 
each. Of these 2 were seutenced to 
14 years,and 2 for 1} years each, 
and 19 for | year each. Mr. Hay- 
don succeeded in obtaininz an un- 
conditional pardon for his clients, 
and whether the figures obtained 
had any weight with the Board or 
not is, of course, not known, but 
whether so or not, the Judge’s labor 
is not lost, inasmuch as he suc- 
ceeded in digging up a good news- 
paper item. :

FIRST NATIONAL BANK. 


Ax Institation Which Keeps Pace 
With HReno’s Prosperity. 

The regular annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the First Na- 
tional Bank, of Reno, Nevada, was 
held on the 10th inst., at which 973 
shares were represented. The re- 
} port of the cashie:, among other 
things, shows considerable growth 
in the business of the bank for the 
past year. During the year 1886 
the total business amounted to 
$9,172,248, and during the year 1887 
to $11,559,208.18, an increase of 
nearly two and one-half million 
dollars. The stockholders voted to 
increage the capital stock from $109,- 
000 to $200,000, and the surplus fund 
from $45,000 to $70, 00, which will 
make the bank one of the strongest 
on the coast, Messrs. D. A. Bender, 
G. W. Mapes, W. O. H. Martin, A. 
H. Mauning and C, T. Bender were 
re-elected Directors for the ensuing 
ye 'r, the officers being the same as 
formerly. The Bouard declared a 
dividend of six per cent, amounting 
to $6,000, fromm the earnings of the 
past six months, and added $10,000 
to the surplus fund of the bank, in- 
ereasing the same from $35,000 to 
$45,000,carrying forward $1,200, un- 
divided profits.

Miss Kittie C, Wilkins, the horse 
queen of Idaho, is at the Windsor 
Hotel, accompanied by her brother

Miss Wilkins is 
one of the most. noted women of 
the West. A Californian and edu- 
cated in San Jose, she early en- 
gaged in the stock business and 
has amassed a large fortune. A

“T got ever being so lonesome, 
though, in a little time, and now I 
am already homesick to get back. 
As I said the stock business is very 
fascinating, and horses are very 
profitable, much more so than cat- 
tle. A three or four-year-old steer, 
for instance, is worth but $20, while, 
a horse of the same age is worth 
$85 or $100 anyway. Another 
thing, horses are much more easily 
raised and do not require half the 
care. They paw away the snow 
and get at the grass much better 
than cattle. Last year the average 
less of cattle in Idaho was sixty 
per cent.

“Although our homes and many 
of our corrals and buildings are on 
the Bruneau River, fifty miles 
southwest of Boise City, and 22 
south of Mountain House, the sta- 
tion on the Oregon Sbort Line, 
our range is 75 miles away.
